One hundred and thirty -fiv e p up ils 
were awarded dip lomas whieh signi­ 
fied they had comp leted the 
eight 
y ears’ course in the Rush county 
schools. 
A gold medal was awarded 
to Zclla Ilungcrford of Orange town­ 
ship for a p erfect attendance record. 
She lots nev er l>een absent or tardy . 
Miss Edna Gibson, a p up il at school 
No. 9 in Rushv ille township , won the 
distinction tlits y ear of hav ing the 


hig hest grade in the county for the 
y ear. 
Her grade was 9 7 .1 p er cent. 
“ Ev ery community has its unde­ 
sirables; any boy can become one if 
others neglect and he neglects him­ 
self,” said the Rev . Mr. Jamieson 
in the course of his address. “ Ev ery 
community has its highly resp ected 
and self-resp ecting men. 
Any hoy 
is the material out of which a man 
can become such a man, if he will. 
A babe in the cradle is not a man; lie 
can he made. 
The p ublic 
school 
docs not furnish the entire p rocess 
for making ev en a six y ear old hoy 
and turning out the finished p roduct 
for American citizenship . 
“The home, the comp anionship , the 
moral instruction hav e their imp or­ 
tant missions to fulfil; but the school 
is a factor, a large factor, an es­ 
sential factor in the making of men 
There are not many great men. We 
are told, that some are horn great; 
some achiev e greatness, and 
some 
hav e greatness thrust up on them. All 
told, the number is not large. 
I\*it 
there are multitudes of 
men 
who 
hav e the elements of greatness in 
their own sp here. 
They are men 
of intelligence; men of hap p y homes; 
men of moral character and help ful 
influence. 
Ev ery such man has im­ 
p rov ed his op p ortunities for an edu­ 
cation. 
“The glory of y oung men is their 
strength. 
One great need for a suc­ 
cessful life is a strong body . 
Edu­ 
cation help s the dev elop ing man to 
know his body and take care of it. 
For success in life, we need trained 
mindS. 
Some men succeeded in be­ 
coming 
scholars 
without 
schools. 
Generations ago, men crossed 
the 
ocean in frail sail boats. 
Today , no 
man would take p assage in 
a 
sail 
boat. When he might go in a mov ing 
p alace of modern construction. 
“Today , no man tries to get an 
education without the school room 
drill, and school adv antages.

to go to school means to liv e in ig­ 
norance; to make the best of school 
op p ortunities means to liv e in intelli­ 
gence.

In the anno uncement the D epart­ 
ment sa ys: 
“The o bject is to de­ 
termine ho w many pairs 
o f 
birds 
o f 
each 
species 
breed 
within 
areas. 
By co mparing these figures 
with tho se o f subsequent censuses 
it 
will be 
po ssible 
to 
ascertain 
whether the present state and feder- 
a laws are effective and game and 
insectivo ro us 
birds 
increasing o r 
diminishing in numbers. 
Vo luntary 
o bservers are relied upo h to furnish 
mo st o f the desired data to the de­ 
partm ent.” 
The first step o f the department 
was to ask 250 o f its co rrespo ndents 
to act as census agents in different 
lo calities. 
They 
will select 
their 
trained o bservers and, fo llo wing an 
o utline o f info rmatio n furnished by 
the Department, will tak e the cen­ 
sus. 
Co rrespo ndents will bo ask ed to 
select fairly representative territo ry 
in their lo calities and to no te, amo ng 
o ther things the k inds o f and pairs 
o f birds actually nesting within a 
restricted 
plo t. 
And the 
census 
tak ers are warned no t to include 
birds which co nic into that territo ry 


Reaso ns fo r the return o f many 
American farm ers who migrated to 
Canada, attracted by the big wheat 
cro ps po ssible there, are fo und in 
a repo rt o f a co mmissio n appo inted 
by the pro vince o f 
Sask atchewan. 
The co st o f gro wing wheat in that 
pro vince during the last year was 
fo und to be 55 cents a bushel, o r 02 
cents f. o . b. at co untry po ints. This 
leaves a mighty slim margin, acco rd­ 
ing to the Department o f Agricul­ 
ture, fo r farm ers to gain a pro fit.

They were more sea ­ 
soned. They had too much ex perience. 
“ I’ll tell y ou why the old timers were 
better than the present set.

to box ov er ten. 
We used to think 
nothing of the first ten. 
It wa s aloug 
about the fifteenth that the strain be­ 
gan to tell. 
Then headwork counted 
and the man with brains came to the 
front. 
“ You don’t hav e to think to box ten 
rounds. 
We would hav e thought that 
a joke. 
But twenty -fiv e is a different 
thing. 
The la st fiv e rounds were tor­ 
ture. 
The mental strain was terrific 
as well as the muscular effort. 
When 
y ou are tired and ex hausted it is much 
harder, as well as more necessary , to 
think and plan. 
That’s why the long 
fights made good generals of us. 
“ Packy McFarland is the peer of all 
box ers in the ring today , principally 
because he understands feinting. 
Ills 
feinting is remarkable. 
Feinting is 
the real art of box ing. 
Why , in our 
day we nev er took an opening that 
was giv en us. 
We thought it a trap. 
We only took adv antage of the open­ 
ings tha t we made for ourselv es by 
our feinting. 
There were real hitters 
in those day s, and one mistake was 
usually fatal. 
“ Yes, box ing was decidedly different 
in those day s. 
For one thing, there 
was more at stake. 
As a rule the 
purse was cut two-thirds to the win­ 
ner and one-third to the loser, and 
that made the strain much greater. 
“ Another difference wa s the way we 
trained. 
Some of the lightweights of 
my time were almost as big as the 
middleweight* of today , y et they made 
the weight by a long course of special 
preparation. 
For instance, weeks lie- 
fore a bout we would go out into the 
country where we had plenty of fresh 
air. Ev ery morning we would do ten 
or twelv e miles on the road, and that 
brought down the weight. 
We were 
also put on a strict diet. 
A full cup 
of tea with our meals was something 
not to bo thought of. 
We were only 
allowed enough water for a gargle a ft­ 
er ex ercising. 
There is none of that 
torture now. 
It is not necessary in or­ 
der to tango through ten rounds with 
net ev en a decision at stake.”

most of the desired data to the de- 
partment." 


The first step of the department 


was to ask 250 of its correspondents 
to act as census agents in different 
localities. 
They 
will select 
their 


trained observers and. following an 
outline of information furnished by 
the Department, will take the cen- 
sus. 


Correspondents will be linked to 


select fairly representative territory 
in their localities and to note, among 
other things the kinds of and pairs 
of birds actually nesting within a 
restricted 
plot. 
And the 
census 


takers are. warned not to include 
birds whicli"conic'into that territory 


simply for breeding purposes. 


Each correspondent is asked to go 


out early in the morning to count 
the male birds—for that is the hour. 
the}' do .most of their singing. Suf- 
frage is to bear no part in the bird 
counting, however, for the Depart- 
ment has decided that after migra- 
tion is over and the birds are settled 
in -their summer quarters "it is safe 
to consider that each male represents 
a breeding pair." 


Reasons for the return of many 


American farmers who migrated to 
Canada, attracted by the big wheat 
crops possible there, are found in 
a report of a commission appointed 
by the province of 
Saskatchewan. 


The cost of growing wheat in that 
province during the last year was 
found to be 55 cents a bushel, or 02 
cents f. o. b. at country points. This 
leaves a mighty slim margin, accord- 
ing to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, for farmers to gain a profit.
